They can be grown along with Cattleya, Oncidium, Laelia and 
Dendrobium Orchids. They like very good light and the warm gt- 
mosphere of a well heated home. They are very adaptable and will grow 
equally as well in either osmunda, charcoal or pebbles. When grown in 
either charcoal or pebbles they should be given some form of soluble 
fertilizer several times a month. They also like a daily sprinkle on their 
leaves in’the merning, and a good pot watering a few times a week. 


A. great advantage ‘that Sirap-Leaf Vaiida Orchid plants nave over 
other types of orchids is the fact that they bloom all year around. Even 
small plants wilf bloom 3 to 4 times a year. As plants get bigger they 
may produce as many as 10 to 15 spikes of flowers (150 to 400 flowers 
a year). The flowers are long-lasting; as much as 6 to 8 weeks on the 
plant, and they are very durable in corsages as well. They come in 
thousands of colors!
